Atty.-Gen's Race 


Launches Vigorous At- 


tack Against In- 


cumbent Holt 


FORREST CITY, Ark.—(/P)—Me^ 


bourne M. Martin, Little Rock lawyer, 
formally opened his campaign for at- 
torney general here Saturday after- 
noon with a vigorous attack upon At- 
torney General Jack Holt's use of 
special attorneys and his asserted op- 
position to Gov. Carl E. Bailey's high- 
way bond refunding plan. 


The two-man race for the office will 


not be decided until the second Dem- 
ocratic primary August 27. Holt, seek- 
ing renomination for a third term, 
has not made a formal opening speech. 


Martin, in his prepared 
speech, 


charged Holt had spent the past throe 
and a half years in office "in the vain 
fostering of himself as a candidate 
for governor." 


Declaring the refunding program 


was not an issue in the attorney gen- 
eral's race, Martin declind to voice his 
personal opinion on the merits of Gov- 
ernor Bailey's $140,000,000 plan which 
will be voted upon at the November 
general election. He devoted about 
a third of his speech, however, to crit-

With the increasing acuteness of the 


inscription controversy, demands had

and equipment ready when war starts. 
The personnel, he said, must include 
fighting men, supply men, mechanics, 
and factory workers, all of whom 
would require training whether they 
were in uniform or not. By training 
in advance, p nation rdeuced casulaU 
ics, he continued, and a country can 
not get a trained force by merely 
passing a law when war breaks out, 
or by using a voluntary system. 


Mr. Roosevelt's comments follow- 


ed a reporter's statement that the 
word going about Washington was he 
was "not so hot about conscription." 


That, the president answered, de- 


pended upon what paper one reads. 
He was thinking a few days ago. he 
continued, that he was being damned 
if he did and damned if he didn't and 
was bound to be criticized no mat- 
ter 
what course he chose. If he 


iad decided to send a ready-made 
aill to congress on conscription, he 
said, newspapers would say he was 
ordering congress to do something. 


"Old Man Dictator," would be the 


ihrai'e some writers would use, he 
said. He asserted that in the depres- 
sion crisis of 1933 he sent some bills 
to congress which were put througli 
without hearings to save time in an 
emergency situstion. He got terribly 
panned for that practice, he said, 
and in 19344 it was abandoned.

• If everyone chose to relax complete- 
ly for a few minutes just before din- 
ner, they could have the same com- 
fortable surroundings. The other daily 
period should be before lunch. 


The only trick to relaxing totally 


is to learn to do absolutely noth- 
ing. Give your body completely to 
the surface you are lying on or the 
chair you are slumping in. 


If you are lying down, you will find 


a position on your back most com- 
fortable for conscious relaxating. II 
you are in a chair, either lean for- 
ward, resting your arms and head 
on a desk or table, or lean back with 
the nape of your neck on the back 
of the chair. In whatever position is 
available, feel as though your body 
were soaking into its support. 


If muscles anywhere in the body have 


been tense for some time you will 
find that one message from the brain 
for them to relax is not enough. 


The brief rest pauses recommended 


for everyone, every day, should be 
spent on this conscious releasing of 
tension wherever it is to be found 
in the external muscles. Most com- 
mon spots are the salves, the but- 
tocks, the lower back, the neck, face 
and arms. 


Persistent practice in releasing this 


tension alway sbrings relief.

ful of frozen lusciousness. 


s Velvety, homo-mode ice creams and 
sparkling fruity sherbets no longer are 
Sunday specials or party treats. Doz- 
enls of frozen delights—wholesome, 
comparatively inexpensive and easy 
to make—have found their way into 
the weekday menus of many house- 
holds. 


Wesleni KruH Sherbet 


Tops in flavor, low In cost is Western 


Fruit Sherbet. Save juices from can- 
ned or frpsh fruits and use them in- 
stead of the water in the recipe if 
you like. Here's how it goes: Boil 
together for 2 minutes, 2 cups granu- 
lated sugar and 2 cups water. Cool and 
add a cup each of orange ond pineap- 
ple juices, 1-3 cup lemon juice Vi cup 
crushed pineapple and 2 teaspoons 
grated lemon rind. Pour inlo a chilled, 
sterilized freezer and pack well with 8 
cups of chopped ice to one cup of 
course salt. Turn the crank steadily 
until il gets a litlle hard lo lurn— 
that means the sherbet has begun to 
freeze. Then lightly mix in 2 beaten 
egg whites and freeze unlil sliff. Drain 
off the water, remove the dasher, re- 
pack the freezer and let your sherbet 
stand 2 hours—or longer—to set. (Nev- 
er fill the freezer more than two-thirds 
full of the mixture, to allow for swell- 
ing,) This makes a refreshing dessert 
when served on plain or sponge cake. 
You can make it dressier by piling the 
sherbet inlo hollowed pineapple cases, 
garnishing il with fresh mint leaves 
and sprinkling fresh berries over all. 


, Summer Bisque 


Whisk up the makings for this Sum- 


mer Bisque in the morning, Ihen let 
it chill unlil cranking lime. The mix- 
lures swell more if Ihey arc chilled 
thoroughly before freezing time. Here 
is Ihe recipe: Beal 4 egg yolks and 
add 2 tablespoons flour 
J/4 teaspoon 


salt, 1 cup granulated sugar and 2 
cups whole milk. Cook in a double 
boiler unlil a liltle creamy, Stir con- 
stantly. Beat, cool and add 2 teaspoons 
vanilla and 2 cups thin cream. Freeze 
as usual. Pack and let "ripen" at leasl 
2 hours. 


Some housewives prefer lo make ice 


creams nml sherbets by the regular 
freezer mthod and thn keep them in 
the trays of the mechanical refrig- 
erator. This is n very handy method 
and the foods will keep well for at 
least 3 days. 


Snow Balls 


Snow Balls on a sizzling day—doesn't 


lhat sound cooling? Shape any plain 
ice cream into 2-inch bolls, roll them 
in cocoanut and servo atop rounds of 
angel food cake. With fresh berry 
sauce or sliced fresh peaches they are 
winners. A variation is lo sluff hol- 
lowod-oul individual cakes with plain 
ice cream and then sprinkle them with 
crushed pineapple mixed with seeded 
red cherries.

Chocolate Chip Ice Cream 


Chocolate Chip Ice Cream is an- 


other new fangled dessert. When va- 
nilla ice cream is half frozen, mix in 
2-3 cup of shaved chocolate chips foi 
each 2 cups of cream used in the rec- 
ipe. Put in a few shredded toasted al- 
monds, too, for extra crunch. 


Peppermint Stick Ice Cream 


The youngsters will make a dash 


for the dasher .lakcn from a freezer 
of Peppermint Stick Ice Cream. Crush 
Vipound peppermint candy and soak it 
15 minutes in a cup of hot milk. Cool 
and add to a quart of thin cream soak- 
od 10 minutes with a cup of granu- 
lated sugar, % teaspoon t-alt and 2 
teaspoons of vanilla. Tint green, or 
pink and freeze as usual. Place scoops 
of this ice cream on rounds of angel 
food cake and surround them with 
chocolate sauce—hot or cold. 


Banana Ice Cream

I cup mashed bananas and 2 teaspoons 
grated orange rind.

WASHINGTON — The Washington 


scene has changed more rapidly since 
the Chicago convention than in any 
similar period since the New Deal took 
over in 1933. 


Three administration veterans, wheel 


horses in the Democratic party who 
have been around here some time, 
have departed..

the New York offices of the Amer- 
ican committee Organized for care of 
the young refugees. 


An average of 500 persons a day— 


most of them womr-n—have poured 
into the newly installed hoadquar-' 
ters of the United States Committee 
for the Care of European Children, 
where several hundred employees seek 
to help them untangle the red tape 
involved in transferring a child from 
British to Amcrcian shores. Women 
in wnsh 
cotton dresses and 
wo- 


men in copies of Paris gowns crowd 
around wooden tables filling out long 
blanks, while a steady hum of voices 
rises in the heat. Many of them want 
to arrange the transfer of some special 
child—the son of a sister or the daugh- 
ter of an old friend. 


Engcr For Sacrifice 


But 5,000 more have sent a flood 


of letters to the committee's head- 
quarters asking for just any child nt 
all—one of the mass group of re- 
fugees that may arrive before sum- 
mer's end. Their letters cither ex- 
press hunger for a child or strong 
desire to help one — even to the 
point of cutting the allowances of 
their own children to do it. 


The task of selecting abroad the 


children to be sent to American 
homes is being performed by the 
American Committee for the Evacuat- 
ion of Children in London. Care and 
placement of children after they ar- 
rive is the responsibility of the Unit- 
ed States Committee for the Care of 
European Children, whose chairman 
is Marshall Field and whose honor- 
ary chairman is Mrs. Franklin D. 
Roosevelt. Both arc active in the com- 
mittee's campaign for a $5,000,000 fund.

Lots of Red Tape 


If you want to take a golden-hair- 


ed little English girl or a freckle-fac- 
ed English boy you'd better be pro- 
pared to handle red tape. Here is 
the procedure outlined by thc New 
York hoado;uarlcrs of the committee: 


First step is to get In touch with 


the local committee nearest you or tell 
thc New York headquarters, by let- 
ter, of your desire to help n child. 
That help may be given in several 
ways. You may (1) take the child into 
your home and .give him full sup- 
port, (2) contribute to his support 
in some other home than your own 
or (3) offer him only the shelter of 
your home—his support to be under- 
written by someone who prefers to 
give money. 


After the question of youC type of 


help is settled, you will have to sign 
an affidavit promising that thc child 
will not become a pub.'.c charg.c 
that he will be cared for in accordance 
with the standards of thc Children's 
Bureau of the United States Depart- 
ment of Labor, and that his care at 
all times will be subject to thc sup- 
ervision of thc United States Com- 
mittee or its agent. You also will 
have to answer B few questions as 
to your average annual income, "net 
worth," etc. 


Basic Entry Cost $63 


If you are going to take complete 


care of thc child, you will have to 
accompany all this with a payment of 
|G3 (to cover head tax, visa charge 
and the $50 which Federal regulations 
now require to be deposited in a trust 
fund for every child admitted under 
this plan). You will also have to 
meet the cost of his reception at thc 
port of entry and his transportation 
to your home (or thc committee will 
assume responsibility for it upon pay- 
ment of a flat sum of ?75), 


Virtually the same procedure and 


expense holds good if you take a "spe- 
cified child" auch as thc son of a.sis- 
ter or the daughter of a friend. In 
that case you may have to pay the 
child's steamship transportation too, 
which you are not now expected to 
do with an "unspecified child" who 
is one of the mass evcauees. 


If you don't take complete care of 


the child, several types of arrange- 
ments can be. made. Thc committee 
estimates the cost of support of a 
child, including his schooling and 
medical care, at $400 a year.
